3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 17-27, 29, 
30 directed to Species II and III non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 17-27, 29, 30 
have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed 8/25/10 have been considered and are fully persuasive. Therefore previous 
rejection has been withdrawn. The prior art fails to disclose or teach a catheter having a portion 
of the outer wall surface of a second tubular member bonded to a portion of an inner wall surface 
of a first tubular member, wherein the distal end region of the second tubular member extends 
about ten centimeters or more distally beyond the distal end region of the first tubular member, 
and a microcatheter is disposed in the second lumen, in combination with the features of the 
invention, substantially as claimed.
